Turning From Mussofini. 

Besides former Fascist sympathiz- 
ers who have turned from the Mus- 
solini government, the dictator will 
have to face the deputies of the op- 
liberals, 
democrats, maximalists. The Commun- 
ists, altho not considering themselves 
members of the “legal” opposition, 
will of course, wage bitter warfare on 
the Fascist government. 

Opposition to Mussolini in parlia- 
ment will probably take the form, first, 
of a boycott—a refusal on the part of 
the deputies pf the opposition to be 
present or, if present, to vote, when a 
vote of confidence is called for. 

Strong Opposition. 

That the state of affairs in parlia- 
ment is only a mild reflection of the 
feeling toward Mussolini thruout Italy 
can be readily understood. ‘The last 
parliamentary elections witnessed a 
reign of terror against all those who, 
it was feared, might vote for other 
than Fascist deputies, and a Fascist 
“majority” in the chamber was obtain- 
ed literally, by the use of brute force, 
mainly against workers and peasants, 
a great many of whom found them- 
selves locked in their homes during 
| the period of balloting. 

Elected Many Deputies. 

That the workers were able under 
such circumstances to send a large 
number of opposition delegates to par 
liament, a great many of them Commu- 
nists, gave an indication of the state 
of mind in the country. And the op- 
position has since then increased hun- 
dred-fold, due to the brutalities per- 
petrated by the Mussolini government 
within the past few months. 

The strictest censorship has been 
established thruout the country, not 
only with regard to newspapers and 
periodicals published: here, but also 
with regard to dispatches: which cor- 
respondents have attempted to get 
thru to other countries.

The attorneys for 
the sentenced Mexicans are especially 
indignant over the hasty resumption 
of the trial after the judge had grant- 
ed them a forty-eight hour recess in 
which to study the bill of particulars.

Great satisfaction is being express- 
ed in diplomatie circles over the out- 
come of the trial. The diplomats feel 
sure that the sentence will stand. 
They say that this will faeilitate nego- 
tiations now pending between Mexico 
and Great Britain for the complete re- 
storation of normal relations.

Histories, sociological works, books on 
economics and anthropology were 
found to be counter revolutionary

Czarist Education a Fraud. 


What Edward A. Ross, professor of 
sociology at the University of Wis- 
consin, says of the czarist education, 
applies word for word to the present 
educational system of the United 
States as controlled. by the capitalists. 
“Under the czar,’ says Professor 
Jones, a gigantic fraud had been per- 
petrated on the children and the com- 
mon people by feeding them husks 
when they were famishing for bread. 
The trick was to obscure while seem 
ing to enlighten, to conserve darkness 
while going thru the motions of ex- 
tending education.” Professor Ross 
has here unwittingly given the true 
slogan of “American education week.” 

“It was not enuf that the czar’s (in 
America the employers’ and Cool- 
idge’s) servants picked and drilled the 
teachers. A horde of inspectors (in 
America school superintendents and 
officers of the national education as- 
sociation) went about tasting the mi- 


- eroscopic doses of truth administered 


to the children and testing the teach- 
ers’ loyalty.” 
Taught to Be Self Reliant. 
In America hard work is glorffied. 
fied. But in Russia, the school chil- 
the good of the working class as a 
whole, which producés all wealth and 
controls it for the use of the workers. 
In America children are taught to 
be subservient and obedient to their 
masters. They are taught to be good 
wage slaves who must tolerate the in- 
dustrial masters. In Russia, the chil- 
dren, under the guſdance of the Soviet 
government, are taught to bé self re- 
liant. The educators and the pupils 
run the schools of Russia for the good 
of their class. : 
Study in Russia is based on the 
child’s play and his retarton to pro- 
ductive work. The Russian children 
make trips to the factories and learn 
the truth about collective industry, 
and how the workers control the state. 
Textbooks on sociology and political 
economy which tell the children they 
must be good servants to their em- 
ployers in order to succeed are no 
longer in use as they are in America. 
The profit system is shown up as a 
system of oppression of the workers 
by the capitalists. 
Self-Government in Schools. 


One of the main functions of the 
school is to teach the child collective 
action, we learn in Anna Louise 
Strong’s history of Bolshevik Russia. 
“The schools are trying to fit the child 
to build a socialist state,” she says. 
“The schools are the next battle front 
for Communism. The school is a self 
governed School community, in which 
eachers, janitors an have 
equal voice. It decides everything. 
What shall be done with the school 
funds, what shall be planted in the 
school garden, what shall be taught. 
If the children decide against some 
necessary subject, it is the teachers’ 
job to show them, thru their play and 
life together, that the subject is 
needed.” 


Self government, self help, self lou! 


agement in common activity are part 
of the basic policy of the Soviet 

schools. The fair friendly division of 
labor is considered the corner stone 
of education as citizens of a future 
socialist commonwealth.

EMIGRANTS ARE 
FLEECED BY THE 
SHIP COMPANIES 


Soviet Consuls Defend 
Victims of Ship Agents 


NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—Emigrants 
waiting at Libau, Latvia, and other 
ports are being harassed and ex- 
ploited by agents of steamship com- 
panies while waiting visaes permitting 
them to come to the United States, ac- 
cording to information received by 
the Central Burean for Technical Aid 
of Soviet Russia, office in New York. 

Police are called in by the steam- 
ship agents to “suppress uprisings” 
among the emigrants, most of them 
women and children demanding fresh 
fish and the washing of the floors i 
ship agents charge these women and 
children with “conducting Communist 
propaganda” in order to get the police 
to raid and search their living quar- 
ters. 


Soviet Agents Defend Victims. 
The representative of Russia ir 
Libau, from whom the central bureau 
secured much information, writes that 
the suppression of alleged “uprisings 
of emigrants” is not so serious a men- 
ace as the repeated toll of money.

crowded dormitories. The agents tell 
the emigrants who protest: “If you're 
not satisfied, go to your consul and 
he’ll defend you but get out of here.

his address. Comrade Olgin told of 
his interviews with Russian working- 
men, who compared present condi- 
tions with pre-revolutionary days. 
The speaker’s remarks were inter- 
spersed with incidents of the strug- 
gles of the past seven years. He ex- 
plained how, prior to the revolution, 
working men who attempted to ed- 
ucate themselves were persecuted. 
They dared not be found with paper 
and pencil in their possession and 
taught themselves to read and write 
by using coins and learning the let- 
ters stamped thereon. This educa- 
tion of ambitious workers, was in 
most cases, accomplished in prison, 
where they came in contact with 
other victims of the czar’s dictator- 
ship. The prisoners, when liberated 
thru the revolution, had acquired suf- 
ficient knowledge to become leaders 
of the Soviets and were made man- 
agers of factories and other indus- 
trial enterprises. 

The speaker stated that Americans 
have done business with Russia to the 
amount of sixty million dollars during 
the past year and that the coming 
year will show a business of two hun- 
dred and fifty million dollars. In face 
of this fact of immense commercial 
importance the present attitude of 
Secretary Hughes in his prejudice 
against the working class is bound to 
undergo a radical change. 


Hold Nepmen in Contempt. 

A prominent local anarchist, who 
seems unable to comprehend the full 
meaning of worker’s control, stated 
that he had received letters from 
Russia containing information of the 
effect that the children of Nepmen 
are not given equal educational rights 
with working class children and asked 


In reply the speaker stated that the 
workers of Russia look with contempt] 
upon the Nepmen and that if these 
bourgeois merchants desire the bene- 
fits that come from co-operative effort, 
they have but to go to work with the 
workers. It is only a question of time 
when the Nepmen will be eliminated 
anyway; they are tolerated at present 
as a necessary evil. 


Machine Tender 
Meets Tragic Death 
at Filer Fiber Co. 


MANISTEE, Mich, Nov. 17.—Ed- 
ward Jennerjahn, a machine tender 
in the paper mill of the Filer Fiber 
company, was instantly killed in the 
shop when he came into contact with 
a large pulley, which the company had 
been “too busy” to protect by a rail- 
ing. Jennerjahn was caught in the 
pulley, carried around one or more 
revolutions, and hurled to the cement 
floor. 

When the officials of the Filer Fiber 
company found their employe, his 
body was broken and part of his head 
was gone. 

Evidence given at the inquest has 
proved without the shadow of a doubt 
that carelessness of anything other 
than their receipts was responsible 
for the death of Jennerjahn, just as it 
has been responsible for the death of 
hundreds of other workers. 

Company officials tried to shift the 
blame to “drink,” but the ruse failed. 
They were finally forced to admit that 
altho a railing was absolutely neces- 
sary for safety, they had never at- 
tempted to install one around the 
pulleys. 

“The matter had been talked of, but 
it had never been recommended by 
the state inspector that this be done 
and work therefore was delayed until 
shop employes had time,” was the 
statement of one of the officers of the 
company. 

Under the state laws, the company 
could not be prosecuted unless the 
state inspector gave definite orders. 
No law suit threatened, so the paper 
bosses “put the matter off.” 


Comrade Olgin if such is the case. 


Baldwin said the election 
showed that the American cap- 
italists are in the saddle 
stronger than ever, due to fear 
displayed by the workers.

“In the local elections thruout large 
districts, the intolerant propaganda 
of the Ku Klux Klan demonstrated its 
power to hold together a middle class 
majority, fearful of all minorities. It 
represents an utter disregard of in- 
dividual and minority rights. It is 
headed for the same type of commun- 
ity control by force and terrorism 
which characterizes the Italian Fas- 
cisti. 


“This sweeping conservative victory 
is a part of the world-wide fear of 
chaos and distrust of untried propos- 
als in the hands of the organized la- 
bor and radical movements. It re- 
flects the consolidation of the capital. 
istic system. Increasing unity of the 
labor, radical and farmer movements 
makes resistance to suppression more 
effective. 


Capitalist Machinery Intact. 


“The machinery of capitalistic sup- 
pression is intact. The many laws and 
court decisions which created it are 
ready for use when any emergency 
arises. The extent of its use depend: 
entirely on the temper of the control 
ling business interests and the 
strength of resistance. on the part o“ 
bor and the radical movements. 

“That temper at present is one of 
wide-spread intolerance, but so secure 
in its power that it does not resort to 
force to accomplish its ends.

The cooperative movement showed 
itself to be in the very earliest stages 
of organization.

It is not 
to be expected that they can make any 
vigorous campaign to establish the co- 
operatives in any sections of the coun- 
try. The resolution adopted on rela- 
tions with trade unions would Call for 
such a campaign. The first action of 
the executive committee should be to 


end a ringing appeal to the American 


Federation of Labor convention meet- 
ing on November 17, to start action 
in forming co-operatives in order to 
meet the strikes, unemployment and 
period of depression in store for the 
working class in the coming months. 
But little can be expected of the pres- 
ent executive committee in this direc- 
tion. 

The co-operative movement is weak 
today because of the bureaucrats and 
reformists. The left wing are not or- 
ganized and cannot impress their mili- 
tancy upon the movement. The Amer- 
ican workers need the building up of 
this instrument for the successful 
waging of the class struggle. 

The Communists should give the 
movement their earnest attention and 
by their energetic participation and 
direction build up the movement. 

“Every Communist a Co-operator” 
should be a slogan that the party 
ought to adopt and in the coming year 
help to give life and vigor to the co- 
operative movement.

Lead Gasoline Very 
Dangerous, Health © 
Bureau Warns Labor 


NEW YORK, N. v., Nov. 17—Imme 
diate action by organized labor to 
protect workers against poisoning by 
gasoline containing lead was urged 
yesterday in a letter sent to trade un- 
ions thruout the country by the Work- 
ers’ Health Bureau, 799 Broadway, 
New York, following the death of the 
fourth worker of the Standard Oil 
company’s Bayway plant. State Fed- 
erations of Labor and Central Labor 
bodies in every state have been urged 
to take steps at once along the fol- 
lowing lines: 1 


State Must Stop Sale. 


“1. To protest to their State Do- 
partments of Health and Indus- 
trial Commissions against the 
exposure of workers to gasol- 
ine containing lead. 

“2. To call for an immediate and 
complete investigation of work- 
ing conditions in the Standard 
Oil company’s Bayway plant, 

9 and all other plants where sim- 
ilar experiments or manufac- 
turing is being done. 

“3. To demand that the sale of 
gasoline containing lead be 
stopped immediately and pro- 
hibited until the subject is ful- 
ly investigated by scientific ex- 
perts. 

“4. That in the investigating com- 
mittee chosen for this purpose 
SCIENTIFIC EXPERTS RE- 
PRESENTING LABOR shall 
be included.“ 

Information Based on Avthority 

It was explained by the Workers’ 

Health Bureau last night that the call 
to organized labor was based on a tele- 
gram from Prof. Yandell Henderson 
of Yale, leading authority on gas pois- 
oning, in which he stated that unless 
the sale of gasoline containing lead 
is “immediately stopped and prohibit- 
ed until the subject can be fully in- 
vestigated by scientific experts, there 
is great danger of wide spread pois- 
oning among men at gasoline filling 
stations, garages, and repair shops, 
and even among the general public.” 
Copies of the bureau’s appeal have 
been sent to all organized labor 
bodies of New Jersey. 

“It is now up to the workers to 

protect themselves,” the letter de- 
clares.

Fear Bad Conditions

SAN QUBNTIN, Cal., Nov. 17.— 
After months of political harassing, 
Warden James A. Johnston of San 
Quentin prison has sent in his resigna- 
tion to take effect Jan. 1. Johnston, 
known as somewhat of a liberal and 
more or less interested in prison re- 
form, was a Hiram Johnson appointee, 
and for this reason Gov. Friend A. 
Richardson has been trying to get rid 
of him. Richardson announces as 
Johnston's successor Frank J. Smith 
of Los Angeles, now state printer. 
Smith is without experience in prison 
management. The change cannot help 
but be for the worse, bad as condi- 
tions already are in this prison, one 
of the largest in the country. There 
are 80 criminal syndicalism (political) 
prisoners now in San Quentin, and 
their fate under the new warden is

GERMAN POLICE 
CHARGED WITH 
MASS MURDER 


Communist Paper Sued 
for Libel 


“Bloodhounds and Criminals as Po 
lice Officers.” That was the head- 
line of an article appearing in a 
Communist paper in Dusseldorf. 
The police of Dusseldorf found 
in this headline not only an 
insult to itself, but one to the 
whole institution of the police of Ger- 
many. Suit for criminal libel war 
brought against the paper. 

The trial disclosed conditions. in the 
machinery for the administration of 
justice of Germany that challenge any 
attempt at description. The whole in- 
stitution of police was uncovered as 
one big cesspool. The government of 
the republic of Germany is in the 
hands of a band of unscrupulous mer- 


‘|cenaries whose only object is to en- 


slave the German workers for the bene- 
fit of German and international cap 
ital. Whoever lends a hand in the 
execution of this task is welcome and 
is given some authority as an official 
or an agent of the police. 

In Pay of Police. 

Haarman, the infamous mass mur- 
derer of Hanover was enabled to per- 
petrate his crimes only because he 
was in the pay of the police as a stool 
pigeon. And he was able to commit 
his murders practically under the pro 
tecting hand of this police. 

The court in the trial against the 
Commuuist paper in Dusseldorf was 
biased and prejudiced against the 
workers. Yet, after hearing three 
witnesses, this court had to declare 
that the Communist paper established 
the truth of its accusation that blood. 
hounds and criminals make up most 
of the body of the police. The Com 
munist paper was adjudged not guilty. 
The court was in a hurry to cut short 
the hearing of witnesses. It feared 
that the stench of the scandal dis- 
closed by these witnesses might defeat 
the greater purpose of the suit against 
the Communist paper. So’no more 
witnesses were permitted after the 
first three. 


Commit Every Crime. 


The witnesses disclosed the fact 
that every crime under the sun had 
been committed by the police; theft, 
assault, robbery, rape and murder. 
The crimes are committed as part of 
the execution of their “police duty,” 
The victims are invariably workers. 
But the Second International is silent 
about these outrages while it shouts 
loudly against the first Workers’ and 
Peasants’ Republic of Russia. 

These victims and their families ap- 
peal for aid to the solidarity of work- 
ers the world over. The innocent 
children of these victims need food 
and clothing. The victims themselves 
need the little necessities that make 
life bearable for those suffering in 
prison from capitalist persecution.

The 350,000 carpenters 
and joiners, quarreling with the sheet metal work- 
ers, withdrew from the department some time ago 
in order to continue the job war against the sheet 
metal workers. | 

The Stone Cutters’ Union accuses the Granite 
Cutters’ Union of cutting artificial stone which is 
‘not hard enough” to use granite cutter’s tools 
upon, and therefore belongs, by grace of the “juris- 
dictional board of awards,” to the stone cutters’ 
jurisdiction. The scrap over this madé such bad 
blood that 32 granite cutters were compelled by 
their union president to scab on a job at New 
Haven, struck by the stone cutters.

all from capitalist sources, have been rebuilding 
the national economy with amazing speed and im- 
proving their standards of living with every step. 
In Moscow the workers of all classes earn on an 
average of 93 per cent of pre-war rates, and in 
Leningrad they earn 83 per cent. These are figures 
of early spring 1924. There has been swift and un- 
interrupted progress since then. At that time the 
wages for all classes of workers thruout Russia 
were 65 per cent of pre-war wages. 

Moreover, it must remembered that the ruble 
is at par. The “deluded” Russians have a govern- 
ment that has rgcovered from unexampled infla- 
tion because it could write off debts without fac- 
ing opposition from the creditor class. No other 
country on earth can do that. The Soviet Republic 
is the first nation in Europe to go back on a gold 
basis, and to reckon wages from what wages buy. 
The fact then that Russian workers are getting 
wages that amount to 65 per cent of pre-war 
wages, shows that they are in about the same 
comparative circumstances as the American work- 
ers whose wages in dollars that are worth only 
66.3 per cent of pre-war dollars, have not con- 
vinced them that their Russian brothers are al- 
together mistaken in making a revolution. 


Getting Their Pound of Flesh 


The Mexican government has decided to shoot 
two peasants its court found guilty of participating 
in the incident resulting in the death of Mrs. 
Evans. 

This case bears all the earmarks of diplomatic 
murder. These peasants would never have been 
found guilty if there were a Mexican government 
strong enough to disregard the British imperialist 
government whose subject Mrs. Evans was. The 
two peasants would never have been sentenced to 
face a firing squad if there had been a Mexican 
government courageous enough to tell the British 
and American imperialists to keep their hands off. 
But such anti-imperialist steps cannot and will 
not be taken by so weak a government as the 
Obregon-Calles administration which is ever ready 
to bow before the capitalist imperialist plunderers 
of the United States and other powers.

Mark Hanna, 1924 


The appointment of Wm. Morgan Butler as the 
successor of Henry Cabot Lodge in the United 
States senate, is of far more than passing sig- 
nificance. 

Butler will be to Coolidge what Mark Hanna 
was to McKinley. The multi millionaire textile 
magnate will be the captain and director of politics 
in Washington. This is the task that Mark Hanna 
performed twenty years ago for the imperialist 
lackey McKinley. It will be recalled that when 
Hanna was appointed senator he was cliairman of 
the republican national committee. This is the 
position Butler occupies now. 

Of course Butler will be the liaison officer be- 
tween the senate and the White House. It is fitting 
that he should be.

than one-half of his writings were de- 
voted to the demoralizing activities of 
reformism, especially to the Russian 
Mensheviks. Just as an archeologist 
determines the species of a pre-his- 
toric animal by the examination of a 
single bone, so Lenin was able to de. 
termine the reformist nature of his 
opponents by a single phrase in one 
or another of their articles.
